COLCMBIA. S. C, April 3. —There in no 
warlike aspett alH)ut tho capital city, 
and everything is peace. The guai ds at 
the executive mansion have been w tli 
drawn, all the local militia are giving 
up their arms and GoTemor TUlman 
himself says: "The worst Is ortr, and 
order now reigns." 

Tlie governor has had offers of their 
8oivic>'« from several outside military 
companies, all of which he lias declinetl. 

The telegraph censorship has not been 
discontinued, but the governor himself 
paisses up(m all telegrams, rejecting some 
and changing others. The sensation of 
tho day here was the refusal of the New- 
berry rifles to remain stationed at the 
telegraph ofHces to supervise the tele- 
grams and their notice tO tilS governor 
of their resignation. 

At a dress parade veeterday of troops 
stationed here the following letters were 
read by Judge Advocate John Oary 
EvaiiK 

OOLUMBIA, S. C, April 2, 18M. 
To His Excellency B. H. Tillman, Governor 
of South Carolliia: 

DkabSib— I have the htmor to inform 
you that we, the Newberry rifles, have por- 
formed the duties airiipied us, that of 
guarding the statehonse and telegraph 
ofiloes. The lattsr duty being exoeetlUngly 
distasteful to the sntin command, and as 
the company responded to your order to 
appear here, under the belief that they 
were needed for the purpose of protecting 
life and property and not for the purpose 
of exercising a scrutiny over the private 
affairs ot the dtiiens of South Carolina, a 
duty not only distasteful, but in Judgment 
of the company, unnecessary and calcu- 
lated to irritate the people the more under 
the present state of affairs, the members of 
the company not caring to be subject t<> 
such orders In the future, beg leave here- 
with to tender their resignation and te say 
that their arms, etc., are at your command.

Newberry Uilles: 

Sib— Your comnuinicatiua of thia date 
has just been received. Under the laws of 
South Caroliaa the governor is clothed 
with discretion and power to call out the 
militia whenever in the Judgmeut uf the 
governor it may be necessary, and when so 
called into the service of the state the mili- 
tia shall be subject to the same rulefs and 
articles of war as troops of the U'nlted 
States. The action of your company and 
your daring to send it to me under theue 
rules is mutiny and an insult to the com- 
mander-in-chief, who was given his oom- 
missiou by the people. 

The duty uf the soldier and the militia 
as soldiers when called into service is blind 
obedience to their saperiors and nut to 
question them in any degree. Yon have 
failed to learn the first lesson, and I will 
make of you and your company an ex- 
ample. Your resignation Is not accepted, 
but yon an dismissed from the service of 
the state, as tmworthy to wear ita unl 
form. The arms and other state property 
in your possession will be delivered to 
Goloael John Uary Watts, assistant adju- 
tant and inspector genstal, and you can 
depart to your homes. 

Yon do not deserve it, but I will pay 
your hotel bill, and I trust that I may 
never be bothered with any more such 
bandbox and holiday soldiers. 

B. H. Tillman,

The reading of tho governor's reply to 
McL'aughey brought deafening applause 
from ail who were supporters ut the 
governor. Their enthusiasm was so 
great that they continued to cheer loud- 
ly for "Ben Tillman" after marching 
back into the penitentiary grounds. 

Governor Tillman was asked by the 
correspondent ot the Astiociated i'le.ss 
how long ho would keep the siate troops 
at Darlington. He replied that ins in 
tention wiLs to see that tho constables 
obtained fair play at the incjuest over 
the bodies of the men who were killed 
last t'riday. Ho did not jiroiHise to let 
the coustabltw apiR'ar tliere witljout 
military t)r()tectiou. Ue i iirtlier staled 
that tlie troops Would lie held ui.(l-!r 
arms until tne raiding of Florence ami 
Tiiniiionsvilie disi)eu>aries had been in- 
vtetlgated. The governor declared t h it 
he will herealler enforce the dlspeuury 
law more rigidly than ever.

STEAM ER EMS SAVED. 

A Br<*en Pvopeller Aeeooats For Her 
tAmg Oelnjr. 

Fayal, Azore Islands, April 2. The 
North German Lloyd steamship Ems, 
Cajitain Keimkasten, from Bremen 
March 17, and Southampton March IH, 
for New York, now several days overdue 
at tho latter port, was towed in lu re l»y 
the British oil tank steannr Wildflower, 
Captain Livingstone, from Wilmmgtou, 
Del., on March 19, for lilaye, France. 

The steamer Ems had lost her steer- 
ing ahalt and her ruddt r frame was also 
badly injured. The Ems was leaking 
on March z7, when the Wildflower 
was sighted. This was about 700 miles 
from the Azore islands, for which laud 
the disabled steamer was working very 
stea<iy under the small amount oi sul 
she could spread. 

The damage to the steamship oci urred 
on March 21, when about five days out 
from Southampton where she experi- 
enced most severe weather when in lati- 
tude 43.43 north and longitude 41 west. 

Though the Ems was leaking, her 
ste tra pumps prevented the cargo or the 
mails from suffering and also kept down 
the water below the danger limiCi. 

The passengers are aU well and ex- 
press themselves delighted at having 
reacluNl a port of safety.

CRO P BULLE TIN. 

Moathljr BoporS bsned by the Weather 

jBorean at WiwhliiKton. 

Washington, April;;. The monthly 
crop bulletin issued by tlie weather bu- 
reau says that unusually warm weather 
prevailed durijig the lirst three witka of 
the month, during which occurn d the 
highest teiujierature recorded in March 
since the t stablislinieut o. the weather 
bureau, over a h.rge area in the southern 
and middle Atlantic states. 

This wann period waa loUowed by the 
most decided cold wave of the month, 
which carried the line of fnezng 
weather southward to the gulf coast 
and canst d fro-sts which proved injuri- 
ous to fruits and vegetatiou over the ag- 
ricultural districts over the central viQ* 
leys and eastern states. 

The last decade of March, 1894, was 
characterized by the most remarkable 
temperature extiemes occunngin March 
that have been recorded since the estab- 
lishment of ttie weather bureau. Within 
six days over a large portion of the coun- 
try east of the Rocky mountains both 
the highest and lowest temperature yet 
observed during March were reporteif. 

Concerning these remarkable periods 
of high and low temperatures special 
bulletins were issued by the weather bu- 
reau. SiKtcial effort! have been made to 
determine the extent of damage result- 
ing from these frosts and freeiing 
weather, and show that n <t much dam- 
age has l)eeu dine in New England, 
New York state aud Pennsylvania. 

In New Jersey, Marvland. Virginia, 
North Carolina. South Cai-olina and 
Georgia most eariy fruits and vegetablea 
are gn>atly damagiBd and in the southem 
states entirel ■ killea. 

In Florida the crops were only slight- 
ly injureil, no harm Dsing done south of 
Oainesville. 

Misaissippi crops retarded bnt not seri- 
ously injiued. 

Lotdslana and Texas, fruits suffered 
in northern portions and crops geoeratly 
retarded. 

Arkansas, garden vegetables and all 
fruits except late apples killed. 

Tennessee and Kentucky, fruits ruined, 
gardens damaged, wheat and oats not 
generally damaged. 

Missouri, fruit greatly damaged, 
early vegetables killed, wheat and olover 
injured. 

Illinois and Indiana, reports very con- 
flicting. Fruits seriously damaged if 
not killed. Early vegetables aSeoted in- 
juriously. 

West Virginia, immense damagp to 
fmits. Some wheat and oats froaen. 

Ohio, early vegetablea killed, fmits 
believed to be safe.

THE STRIKE 18 ON.

Uotontown. Pa., April 8.— The storm 
llM broVi-n the sctn(!« of 18P1 sr« 

beinK rtpt'aUM.1 th.<)n,<lK)ut the ooke 
reKl<)"' The big cola- stri ic with all it8 
attendant rioting and distinction of 
property is now in full force. Yester- 
day the call of tba Scottdale ooDvention 
wan obeyed by more than half the works 
in th." cok.' fi Id (ind it took folly 8,000 
lucn from tlicir work. 

Till' sitUHtioii is iMiw oiu' of Ki"".it peril 
throuKhcmt tliL> coke section and more 
destructive outbreaks are e\p>ctedat 
any time. Thn SeottdMle convention, 
ucconliiit; to oflicial rejiorts, did iXit de- 
clare for niakiiig the tiKlit K''neriil until 
after noon. Yet the amiouiieement of 
the order has swept over this ie},'ion like 
fire, and tliere are few, if any works, 
Jowever isol.ited or remote, at which 
Uie news is not now known. 

The sum and snlistatice of the ojiin- 
ions of b ith operators and employes is 
that there will be no oveim hurnitit,' by 
tonight in all tlie coke ni.ikin;; r '^^ioii, 
and as it has lieen said, 'Weilnes lay 
will see the air as clear in this country 
as it was before ever .my coko wjw 
borped here." 

The ranks of the strikers have been so 
reinforced that the lowcit estimataa give 
them 10,000 men. 

Fiuia the outrtot the strike has her n 
tnrbuleut, with a tendency to npi'n de- 
fiance of law. Theio was rioting in sev- 
eral quarters Sunday niRht. Since then 
it has (?rown steadily worse. 

The men from the Oliver works h-ft 
l.TiOO tons of coke bnrniii;; up in the 
ovens. The <»o?npf»ny, to save the i>rop- 
erty, attempted to jnit some men to 
work drawing the coke, when the 
st r ik ers matle a ferocioas attack on 
them with atones and clubs, driving 
them from the Kfunda, In the melee 
several men were badly hurt. The Oli- 
ver people have teleKrajihed the depn- 
ties, and the works will I* jfuardtnl 
hereafter. The coko will be drawn 
nndcr protection of the sheriflF. 

The (jreatost outbreak waa at the fa- 
mous Hill Farm mines near hero. Alwat 
400 foreifmers from Monell and Wheel- 
er of the Cambria Iron company, armed 
themselves with RUns. revolvers and 
olnbs and started out to drive the m n 
from the neii,'hborintr pliuits. They first 
visited the Humphrey wf)rk8, and find- 
ing the men iit work drove tlieni away 
onder the muzzles of pistols. ( »ne work- 
man choose to stand at his jxist, He 
was given one minute to leave by a Hun- 
garian, who covered him with a re- 
volver. 

After driving the workmen away they 
continued their march to Anchor, where 
the workmen offered no opposition and 
immediately left the works. 

The next enKagonient was at Hill 
Farm. The men were (juietly at work 
when the mob of infuriated HnuKarians 
jKiunced down upon thorn, orderim,' them 
to leave at once. Some altercations fol- 
lowed, when the rioters enforced their 
demands by an attack in which half a 
dozen workmen were seriously injured. 
Daring the conflict 20 shots were fire<l. 
A negro was nenrly brained by a stone, 
and verv badly hurt. 

After'all the men had been driven 
away, the rioters began firing the 
shanties, but desisted at the frantic en- 
treaties of the women and children. 
Superintendent LonK of the Hill Farm 
had some of the HuiiKarians arrested 
for atb^mptiiig to born the property. 

It is reported to labor leaders here 
that the movement now embraces the 
entire coke region, and not a plant will 
be allowed, to opt-rate without a 
struggle. 

The strikers openly threat<!n to hum 
the plants rather than see them ojx rated 
at present prices for labor, and if they 
•ttempt this loss of life will certainly 
follow. By tomorrow the strikers will 
muster 12.(H)0 to 14,000 men, and in their 
nresent stato of destitution they are reck- 
nns. 

The civil auth irities admit that they 
will not be alile to cope with the trouble. 
The wildest of the wild foreign el» ment 
is in vii tual command. They openly de- 
clared it the purpose of the strikers to 
drive ont every man who majr want to 
work.
